ditions in Russia and the Near East, 
where poverty and hunger are sowing 
the seeds of rancor and hatred, is one 
of the most effective steps that can be’ 
taken to further world peace, Rev. 
Edmund A. Walsh, vice-president of 
Georgetown University, declares in a 
report of the Catholic’ Near East Wel-| 
fare Association of which he is Pers 
dent. 

Father Walsh points out that Pope 
Pius XI, who suggested the mer- 
ger of Ca‘holic American agencies to 
constitute the Near East Association, 
has called upon the Catholic Climurch 
to work for world peace. 

“The first emergency,” he says, 
“hat of immediate relief, has now 
been met. But to insure humanity 


fagainst a renewal of conditions which 


nearly wrecked the peace and health 
of the world, the axe must be laid to 
the roots. The Holy Father, there- 
fore, proposes.a concrete program of 
social service which shall comprise 
the erection of elementary schools and 
orphanages, increased higher educa-| 
tion, instruction in sanitation and hy- 
giene, the fortifying of religious 
principles, the maintenance of agri- 
cultural communities and the erection 
of industrial schools. 
stagnation will be elimimated and 
spiritual demoralization cured. Man 
lives so much in his physical being 
that his social, his religious, his ma- 
terial and his political development 
are frequently conditioned to a meas- 
urable degree by his physical environ- 
ment. And should those surroundings 
be such as to foster discontent, ex- 
haustion and bitterness, a situation 
ensues which fs cunningly and deliber-
